INTRODUCTION 


The present exhibition consists of characteristic examples of the 
various phases of work done under the Treasury Department Art Program. To 
avoid confusing this program with the comprehensive activities in behalf of 
artists which are carried on through other governmental channels, I propose 
to give a short account of its purpose, its background and its intentional 
limitations. It is definitely limited to the adornment of Federal Buildings 
which are mostly designed by, or under, the Supervising Architect's Office, 
a branch of the Procurement Division of the Treasury. The number of artists 
employed is comparatively small as are also the funds at its disposal. 

On one side of the program, the Section of Painting and Sculpture, 
the work is limited to murals and sculpture designed for those particular 
buildings to which an allotment, amounting to about one per cent of the cost 
of the building, has been made. On the other side, the Treasury Relief Art 
Project, the artists are paid a salary under a fund allocated by the Works 
Progress Administration. In each case employment is limited to professional 
artists capable of meeting the standards established by the Supervising 
Architect's Office for the decoration of Federal Buildings. Perhaps the best 
way to realize that the Treasury Art Program must necessarily be limited and 
cannot proceed on a basis of comprehensive emergency relief, will be to re¬ 
call once more the Treasury's traditional association with governmental archi¬ 
tecture. That will show us the logic of placing the Government's one perma¬ 
nent section of painting and sculpture in the position which it now occupies. 

The association of the Treasury Department with art goes back to the 
earliest days of our history since it was to the Treasury that Washington 
himself gave the command of Federal architecture. The first formal report 
of a Supervising Architect was not signed until 1863 under Abraham Lincoln. 

Although today there is a Capitol Architect's Office which has super¬ 
vision over the Capitol, the House and Senate Office Buildings, the Supreme 
Court and the Library of Congress and although various "technical" structures, 
such as fortresses and naval bases, are designed and constructed by their own 
Departments, the greater part of Federal architecture comes under the aegis of 
the Treasury Department. 

The vast expansion of the country has greatly increased the need for 
Federal Buildings which include post offices, courthouses, mints, buildings 
for the Customs, Immigration and Coast Guard services, and general office 
buildings. The Treasury Department has thus become one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest architectural client in the world. Its architectural ac¬ 
tivities affect communities of every size from coast to coast. To coordinate 
and care for this immense work in a manner which would be economical, ef¬ 
ficient and an aid to recovery, the Procurement Division was so organized in 
1933 that architecture, engineering and supplies for Federal Buildings could 
be brought under one head, the Director of Procurement. The Procurement 
Division is divided into two main branches, the Public Buildings Branch and 
the Supply Branch. In its organization chart we find, very naturally, the 
Supervising Architect's Office, under the Public Buildings Branch, and as a 
branch of the Supervising Architect's Office we find a section devoted to 
painting and sculpture. 
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In short the Treasury Department, having had as one of its tradition¬ 
al duties, the supervision of Federal Architecture has now taken over the 
educational and esthetic work of adding distinction to its architecture by 
means of painting and sculpture. The present Treasury Department Art Program 
was initiated by order of the Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr., on October 16th, 1934. The Treasury had administered successfully the 
first Federal artist employment agency, the Public Works of Art Project 
(December 1933 - June 1934) which has since been used as a model of organisa¬ 
tion by other projects, while during past administrations it had given out a 
certain number of mural and sculpture commissions. But the present program 
is tfoe first completely organized plan to coordinate painting, sculpture and 
architecture. This cooperation between the three great arts is what gives 
the program its essential character of permanence and its social and educa¬ 
tional force. 

The work shown is by artists appointed by a nationwide jury which ad” 
vised the officers of the program in its first national competition, by artists 
who have won competitions and by artists who have been appointed on account of 
the quality of the work which they have submitted in competition. The compe¬ 
tition system has been spread as widely as possible through the country. Ex¬ 
cept in the case of the murals and sculpture for the Post Office Department 
and Justice Department buildings in Washington and certain national competi¬ 
tions, they are initiated by local committees of which one member is always 
the architect of the building. Every competition is anonymous. No envelopes 
are opened until the recommendations of the local committee have been studied 
and the winning design approved by the central office in Washington and the 
Supervising Architect. After the design has been accepted by the Director of 
Procurement, a contract is sent to the artist. 

Generally it has turned out that the recommendation of the'local com¬ 
mittee has been followed. This is done in all cases except where there is 
definite difference of opinion between the Washington Office and the local 
oommittee. While all of the work belongs to the Federal Government it is felt 
also that it influences or is related to the locality in which it is to be 
placed. This work is not addressed to esthetes who cherish the misunderstood. 
It is addressed to the community in general and like the art of all great 
periods it is objectively understandable. 

Through its objective clarity it gains its potentialities to bring 
homogeneity to a heterogeneous people. It is a social and realistic expre- 
sion rather than the exercise of a highly specialized estheticism. And as 
long as the American artists in general meet their new opportunities with 
the enthusiasm and capacity already shown by many of them the optimistic can 
enjoy the pleasant feeling that the faith that is America's will find its 
full-grown expression and that our art, instead of being a metropolitan 
specialty, will become a natural, national enrichment.
